THE JOURNAL 


FIRST DAY. 

Jennings, Louisana, December 2, 1914. 

The Gulf Annual Conference of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church assembled for its Twelfth Annual Session, Wednes- 
day, December 2, 1914, at 8:80 A. M. in the First Methodist 
Episcopal Church, Jennings, Louisiana, Bishop Wilbur P . 
Thirkield presiding. Hymn 560 was sung after which prayer 
was offered by the Bishop. The Bishop then delivered a most 
earnest and spiritual address which was followed by the 
Sacrament of the Lord Supper, administered by the Bishop 
and the District Superintendents. 

Conference Called to Order. 

The Bishop then called the Conference to order. In the 
absence of the Secretary and his assistants, on motion of J. 
A. Carruth, J. R. Basket was appointed to call the roll of the 
Conference. Twenty-five answered to the first roll call. 

Organization. „ , 

G. B. Hines nominated J. R. Basket for Secretary and 
Peter Parker nominated L. E. Gower also. Brother Gower 
declined the nomination and J. R. Basket was elected unani- 
mously, with the privilege of naming his assistants. He 
named Brother E. D. Smtih, as First Assistant and R. R. 
Ellis, as Second Assistant. L. E. Gower was elected Statis- 
tical Secretary with the privilege of naming his assistants. 
He named C. L. Elliot as First Assistant, F. M. Simpson as 
Second Assistant. 

F J. Ensign was elected Treasurer with privilege of nam- 
ing his Assistants. He named W. C. Mann, First Assistant ; 
J. H. Beedle as Second Assistant. 

E. N. Hardin was elected Conference Post Master. 

Introductions. . _ , 

Mayor John Gamble was introduced and spoke briefly, wel- 
coming the conference to their beautiful little city. By vote 
of the Conference the Bishop responded to the address of 

George C. Streubing, from the Southern Illinois Confer- 
ence, F. W. Loy, of the Southern Illinois Conference and 
Enzo Stasio, of New Orleans, our Italian work, were intro- 
duced.

Bar of Conference was fixed to include the First Five 
front seats of the church. 

Question Fourteen.. Was the character of each preacher ex- 


amined. 

Harry S. White, Dist. Supt. of the North Louisiana Dis- 
trict was called, character passed, and he reported his Dis- 
trict. 

Motion. On motion by N. L. Sayers, pastors were allowed 
three minutes each in which to report their work. 

Words from the Bishop. 

The Bishop stated that he wanted each pastor to say 
whether he had a regular Church Record on his charge and 
whether each was careful to enrolled all Baptized children 
as probationers. 

Question Fourteen Resumed. 

The following Elders of the North Louisiana District were 
called, character passed, and they reported their work: T. 

F. Swanson, C. A. Perkins, (work reported by E. N. Hardin,) 
N. L. Sayers, R. G. Swanson, not being present but being 
represented by his District Superintendent, his character 
was passed. 

J. A. Carruth, District Superintendent of Southern Dis- 
trict, was called, character passed, and he reported his Dis- 
trict. The following effective elders on the Southern Dis- 
trict were called, character passed and they reported their 
work: W. R. Newton, R. L. Weldon.

By motion an Afternoon Session was ordered. 

The hour was set 1 :45 P. M. 

Time Fixed. 

The time of the Morning Session was fixed from 8:30 to 
11:45 o’clock. 

The Conference adjourned with the benediction by the 
Bishop. 

AFTERNOON SESSION. 

The Conference was called to order by the Bishop. “Come, 
Thou Almighty King” was sung. T. J. Shrode led in prayer. 
The Secretary called the Conference Roll by Districts and the 
written reports were handed to the Statistical Secretary and 
Treasurer. 

Motion. 

On motion by F. W. Loy, the case of H. H. McCain and B. 
T. Bell were referred to the Committee on Conference Rela- 
tions. 

Announcements. 

The Secretary of the Cabinet announced the Standing 
Committees. See Standing Committees.

On motion the Conference adjourned. 


SECOND DAY. 

Thursday Morning, December 3, 8.30 A. M. 

Conference met at the appointed time with Bishop Thir- 
kield leading the devotional services. “Savior Thy Dying 
Love” was sung after which the Bishop led in prayer. The 
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theme of the Bishop’s morning address was: “The Practice 
of the Presence of God.” 

Following the devotional services, Journal of the preced- 
ing day was read and approved.

introductions.— Dr. D. D. Martin, of Atlanta, representing 
the Board of Foreign Mission, and John A. Lewis, of the U 
B. Church, were introduced. 

Order of the Day. 

The order of the day which was the Report of a Special 
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Committee on Education. 

The following is the report of the Special Committee: 
Your Special Committee appointed to report upon the inter- 
ests of Port Arthur College finds as follows : 

The property of Port Arthur College is the gift of its 
founder, Mr. John W. Gates, and the city of Port Arthur. 
The campus contains roundly fourteen acres in the best 
residential section of the city of Port Arthur, on the inter- 
costal canal. 

On this there are three buildings. The first is a modern 
well-adapted college building, unusually well furnished and 
equipped, and having the capacity of more than 250 stu- 
dents. The second is a students’ residence with present ac- 
comodations for eighty people. This building is thoroughly 
modern, well furnished and so constructed as to afford a 
common dining room and reception hall, while the accomoda- 
tions for young women and young men are e ntirely separ- 
ated and segregated. The third is the president’s residence, 
a comfortable, commodious, attractive and a delightful home 
for the head of the institution. 

A conservative estimate places the value of this entire 
property at $200,000.00, while some business men of reliable 
judgement insist that it is worth a quarter-of-a-million. 

All this has come to the Gulf Conference of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church together with the good will of its founder 
and donors as a free and voluntary gift. In addition, the 
founder, Mr. John W. Gates, made conditionl pledge before 
his death of $50,000.00 to be paid within five years. The 
conditions were that the church should raise a like amount 
to be paid within the same period. 

To assist the Gulf Conference to raise this sum, the Board 
of Education of the Methodist Episcopal Church, with head- 
quarters at New York City, made (and still make) an offer 
to procure and pay dollar for dollar up to $25,000.00, for 
every dollar raised in and through the Gulf Conference and 
the city of Port Arthur. That Board of Education has actu- 
ally paid $5,000. In addition, it has contributed annually 
fully $2,500.00 for the past four years toward the operating 
expenses of Port Arthur College. This is in addition to the 
subscription of $25,000.00. The executors of the estate of 
the late Mr. John W. Gates, have paid $40,000.00 of the con- 
ditional $50,000.00 and will pay the remaining $10,000.00 
during this present school year. 

The gift to the Gulf Conference as detailed above will 
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total within the first five years, more than $300,000.00. Be- 
sides Mrs. John W. Gates has made the generous interest of 
her husband her own, and Port Arthur College has a special 
and important place in her affections. 

The time is fully come now when we must raise $25,000.00 
to keep faith and meet the conditions of Mr. and Mrs. Gates 
and the Board of Education. This $25,000.00 must be sub- 
scribed at the earliest possible date. The necessity is upon 
us and the conditions are now opportune to go forward. The 
Gulf Conference must raise this money, and at once, to keep 
faith with its benefactors, and retain its right in this prop- 
erty. In addition to property rights the honor and integrity 
of this Conference is involved, and must be justified at any 
sacrifice. 

We recommend that this be done, and that a Campaign 
Committee consisting of Bishop Thirkield, President Price, 
the District Superintendents, a pastor and a layman from 
each District and such representation from the Board of 
Trustees as that body may choose, be elected to have full 
control, supervision and responsibility for raising this 
amount on the terms and conditions that may seem to them 
wisest and best. This committee shall have authority to 
make such changes and additions in its personnel, from time 
to time, as may be necessary for the best interests of the 
campaign. After general discussion the report was unani- 
mously adopted. 

Motion. — On motion of G. B. Hines the Conference went into 
Executive Session. 

Announcements. — List of those not having handed in their 
reports were read. 

Introduction. — H. O. Chapman, representing the Book Con- 
cern, was introduced. 

Motion.— On motion of H. S. White the names of N. L. Sayres 
N. H. Oliver, and W. T. Stokes were referred to the Com- 
mittee on Conference Relation. 

Adjournment. — -The Conference adjourned by expiration of 
time. The Bishop pronounced the Benediction. 

THIRD DAY. 

Friday Morning, December 4, 8:30 a. m. 

Devotional Hour.— The morning devotion was led by Brother 
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E. D. Smith, our pastor at Port Arthur. 

Business Session. — Following, the morning devotion, the 
Journal of the previous day was read and approved. 

Report of Committee.— The Special Committee which was 
appointed to investigate whether the Conference was regu- 
larly incorporated, reported that the Conference is properly 
incorporated. 

Motion. — On motion of J. R. Basket, the functions of the 
Conference Board of Stewards and that of the Directors of 
the Conference Incorporation were separated. 

On motion of Peter Parker, the Cabinet was requested to 
nominate a Board of Conference Stewards as rovided in the 
Discipline. 

Question Fourteen Continued. — Roll of Special Appointees 
was called. A. J. Price was called, character passed and he 
reported the work of Port Arthur College. 

Motion. — Moved by J. W. Hervey, that the three districts 
hold a Joint District Conference at Port Arthur and that a 
programme be in the nature of a Ministerail Institute. 
Motion carried. 

Introductions. — Prof. C. H. Monroe, of Port Arthur College, 
Rev. E. B. Cole, of Oklahoma Conference, Dr. Julius Mulfin- 
ger, Board of Conference Claimants, Rev. 0. P. Harmish of 
United Brethren Church, Erwin Omohundro, Assistant Edi- 
tor and Business Manager of Advocate Journal, were in- 
troduced. 

Question Six : — Who have been continued on Trial? 

(a) In Studies of the First year: W. I. Gates, C. C. 

■Beasley; 

(b) In Studies of Second year. On Motion of J. A. Car- 
ruth, A. L. Harper was passed in the Studies of the 
Second year, character passed, and discontinued at his own 
request. 

On Motion of H. S. White, A. M. Wynn and G. W. Rock- 
hold’s character were passed and they were continued in the 
Studies of the Second Year, 

On Motion of H. S. White, J. B. Kenna’s character was passed 
and continued in the studies of the second year, and also that he 
be left without an appointment to attend one of our schools.

REPORT OF NORTH LOUISIANA DISTRICT 
Harry S White District Superintendent. 

Dear Bishop and Brethren : 

In the interest of brevity I have omitted from this report 
many matters well deserving of mention and have confined 
myself to the fewest statements which would give any ade- 
quate view of our progress and situation. 

Auburn, Smithdale, and Johnson’s Chapel form one of our 
well organized Circuits. The latter of these points has a 
large constituency, with a host of children. A gracious re- 
vival spirit prevails. The other points have been handicap- 
ped by a limited field owing to economic conditions, but in 
spirit and loyalty Methodism has no better members- One 
of our younger members at Smithdale was asked in a not 
very kindly tone if our work there was “pretty strong.” She 
replied: “What few there are of us are pretty strong.” 

Basile has paid its pastor monthly in full thru the bank, 
has furnished its splendid new church, painted it, and on the 
27th day of last month rejoiced in the presence of our belov- 
ed Bishop in the beautiful service of dedication. A new 
baby girl has come to bless the pastors home. 

De Ridder has had a variety of experience, not all of it 
good. Early in the year Brother Perkins, who had been 
made responsible for both this charge and the Sabine Cir- 
cuit, was relieved at De Ridder and went rejoicing to the 
other field. For a time the pastorate of De Ridder was fill- 
ed by B. F. Peck, a local preacher who came to us from the 
work in New Mexico. Later Brother E. N. Hardin was put 
in charge of the work in connection with that he was already 
doing as pastor of Orange Circuit. De Ridder has been han- 
dicapped by the presence of some members whose first loyal- 
ty has not been to our church. The community has suffer- 
ed much from over sensational revival efforts which have 
given emphasis to the so called “Tongues Movement,” yet 
with a Sunday School of more than 100, with a steadfast few 
in this growing community of more than four thousand peo- 
ple, there is large place for our work. 

De Quincey has built and paid for a new parsonage, which 
has been sacredly dedicated by the advent of a baby girl. 
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The work of the year came to a fitting climax with the dedi- 
cation of the church, which with new interior decorations, is 
a very attractive place of worship. Bishop Thirkield con- 
ducted this servce on Nov. 30th. 

Dry Prong has had gracious revivals at each point, a sub- 
stantial increase in membership, church indebtedness de- 
creased, and closes the year with good prospect of a parson- 
age. Five acres of ground in a desirable location is given 
for this purpose, and though actual money is almost a curi- 
osity with them, the leaders of our work are planning to se- 
cure lumber and build. A new baby has come to the pas- 
tors home. 

Elton and Raymond began the year with Brother Sayers 
than whom no pastor has given more faithful service. Early 
in the year he was called to the bed side of his daugh- 
ter, Mrs. Case, and for two months was compelled to be a- 
way from his work. It seemed best to secure an assistant 
and in May, Rev. Guy W. Holmes took up the work, devoting 
himself to Elton and China, while Brother Sayers cared for 
Raymond, an arrangement which continued the remainder of 
the year. Raymond has rejoiced in its temporary experience 
as a station and the other points have been given new im- 
petus. The church at Elton was dedicated on Sunday morn- 
ing, November 29th, by Bishop Thirkield, whose presence 
and service made the day one long to be remembered. 

Gloster is another of the substantial charges. Our field 
is limited, but the fidelity and ferver of our membership are 
unsurpassed. The parsonage has been completed and very 
tastefully painted, and is a preachers home to compare with 
the very best. 

Kinder has had perhaps the most striking experience of 
the year. It has been a “laymans movement” in truth ; a new 
church has been erected, painted, decorated and fur- 
nished, the latter item including a splendid new organ. Thiij 
building representing a cost of some $2,000.00 was planned 
around the Sunday School idea and has beside the audi- 
torium, three class rooms each large enough for subdivi- 
sion. At the dedication on Sunday evening the 29th of 
November, Bishop Thirkield was again at his best. 

The new pastor at Kinder is the Rev. Geo. C. Struebing 
who comes to us from the Southern Illinois Conference, 
While he was not in at the beginning of the new church en- 
terprise he has had much to do with its completion, and has 
had the very great pleasure of seeing the newly organized 
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Sunday School, grow to nearly 100 in membership, and the 
church membership materially strengthened. 

Livonia is one of the older charges of the Conference. For 
a period of 17 years its fortunes have risen and fallen. 
Situated as it is in the Mississippi River bottoms, its people 
have again and again been scattered by the floods and their 
fortunes dissipated. We have suffered too, in each of the 
six or eight different places in which we have tried to work 
from unfortunate denominational rivalry. While we have 
been innocent of any aggression in this matter, it has been a 
very sad thing to see waste of this kind in religious effort. 
At his earnest solicitation the pastor Rev. A- M. Wynne was 
relieved from service with the close of the first quarter. The 
place has not since been supplied. 

Marthaville is a small district in itself, with four regular 
preaching places and as many more auxiliary ones cared 
for by Local Preachers. Some splendid revivals have been 
held and at Oakgrove a ^ew church has been, erected 
which represents as large a cost in personal sacrifice and 
devotion as any cathedral in the land. Here again the pas- 
tors home has rejoiced in the advent of a baby girl. 

Two efforts have been made to supply the Oakdale and 
Oberlin charge, much self sacrifice has been given, partic- 
ularly on the part of Rev. J. R. Higby, who took the work 
early in the year. With almost no financial support he 
struggled on for weeks with but little encouragement. Two 
small rooms were made to serve as a home and here the first 
born, a beautiful girl, made her advent. That no real ad- 
vance has been made was in no way due to lack of zealous 
effort. 

Orange Circuit was strengthened at the beginning of the 
year by an arrangement for service at Pinewood. which has 
afforded material financial aid. though no organization was 
attempted. Plans are on foot to secure a parsonage proper- 
ty at Florien where we already have a good church building. 
This would furnish a very much needed strengthening of 
this charge. 

Quitman, Hico and Randolph have had a good year. The 
membership at Hico has been greatly strengthened and . at 
Dubach, where the pastor held a tent meeting, we are being 
importuned to organize and build. We could begin . there 
with 25 substantial members a lot and funds with which to 
erect a building, but have refused to do so as the place al- 
ready has an organization, church, and parsonage of the 
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Methodist Episcopal Church South. 

Sabine Circuit: — As already noted, arrangements were 
made early in the year for Brother Perkins to devote the 
whole of his time to this field. Some preparatory work had 
been done last year and a foundation laid. About the mid- 
dle of May the pastor and his family began their work in 
truly heroic pioneer fashion. They spent the entire sum- 
mer in tents, moving from place to place as they held one af- 
ter another eight series of revival services. They have re- 
ceived very little money, but their people have been generous 
with what they had and good things to eat have never been 
lacking. We now have four organized Classes with an ag- 
gregate membership of , four Sunday Schools with 

a membership of 200, one church building in process of erec- 
tion and a parsonage. 

Vivian was supplied at Conference by Alexander McDow. 
With the close of the first Quarter he desired to be relieved. 
Later the place was filled by Rev. H. M. Hughs of the New 
York Conference who had hardly more than begun 
his work when his health failed, necessitating his absence 
during the entire summer. The years has brought no mate- 
rial change to this charge- 

The District has to its credit for the year three new 
churches, and the completion and dedication of three others, 
two parsonages, seven new preaching places, and the organ- 
ization of Sabine Circuit as already reported. 

The Superintendent has participated in more than 300 
services in which there have been more than 100 responces 
to the call of God. Not all of these have been clear con- 
versions but a goodly number have found their way into 
the Kingdom. The District as at present arranged, touches 
four states and has required travel exceeding ten thousand 
miles. 

My work as Sunday School Missionary, outside the North 
Louisiana District has been limited because of the heavy du- 
ties laid upon me there. This was foreseen. I have how- 
ever found time for special campaigns at Houston, in our 
College Heights Church, at Timberton on the Lutcher Cir- 
cuit, at Aldine, and at Oak Grove in north east Louisiana. 
Addresses have been made at each of the District Conferen- 
ces, before the Sunday School workers of Port Arthur, and 
before the State Sunday School Convention of Louisiana. 
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REPORT OF TEXAS DISTRICT 
James W. Hervey, District Superintendent. 

Bishop Thirkield and Brethren of the Gulf Annual Confer- 
ence: 

We are thankful, Bishop, that you are again our leader. 
May God bless you in your ministry among us. I come from 
a far flung battle line. There are sixteen Congressional Dis- 
tricts in the State of Texas and the Texas District includes 
or touches eleven of them. The distance between the two 
extreme corners of my District is 750 miles. When I am at 
the farthest off places I feel like a Foreign Missionary. It 
is frontier work, and knew nothing of the conflict between 
the States. It was neither North nor South along the Rio 
Grande River in those days. 

It is with profound thanksgiving to God that I am able to 
you with this my fifth annual report. First, for the 
fact that “we are yet alive and see each others faces, 
and secondly, because God hath dealt with us as He has not 
dealt with any Nation. We are at peace. This has been a 
good year despite the fact that the war cloud has hung so 
heavily about us — in Mexico — door neighbor to Texas Dis- 
trict and in Europe. The war, though in Europe, has paral- 
ized trade and clenched commerce. Prices on Cotton 
and other American products have been reduced below actual 
cost of production, so that we have had a hard year financial- 
ly. Our Pastors, most of them, have not been paid in full 
and the Benevolences asked for will show a deficit, yet in it 
all our people, in the main, have been loyal and self-sacri- 
ficing and “the poor have had the Gospel preached unto 
them.” 

Our Pastors are not greedy for gold. They have coveted 
no man’s silver. But ever in the face of glaring need they 
have gone forth with the blessed Gospel message. Bishop 
if ever the people needed the Gospel of Good Cheer and Sal- 
vation, they need it now when earthly hopes and human 
endeavor fail. It is a good time to have revivals on my Dis- 
trict, for the people have come to the end of their strength, 
and they will hear the preacher. This has been a great year 
for revivals all over our field. In spite of the terrible cot- 
ton stremgency, finances are improving in not a few places 
Material results are being attained. If our great church will 
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help us get a few centers, and she is doing it, all the field 
will feel the result. We have done as best we could the duty 
which seemed iminent. Our work down here and in the 
whole South is just as important as it ever was, and it has 
far greater opportunities of success. If against the experi- 
ences of the past half century, we have secured 400,000 
Southern white members, what might be the growth in the 
next half century of greater intelligence and prosperity? 
Entrance into new fields has not always been commended, 
but many such openings await us if we are to do our duty, by 
this part of the country- Building up work already exist- 
ing has been the strict council, yet this most cautious plan 
meets with an attack. The real injury being done to us is 
in the minds ofour own church in distant places where pre- 
judices are being aroused which may cause injustices in the 
future. 

I believe that the great Methodist Episcopal Church has a 
right and must go to all parts of this great country. “The 
world is our par.sh.” Her revival fire and spiritual force 
are needed every where. She is denominated by a preacher 
of another communion as “the greatest evangelizing agency 
in the world.” Oh, that she may never cease to be an organ- 
ized, burning, sweeping revival force everywhere. Bishop 
Simpson in that masterly address at the uneviling of Philip 
Embury's monument, speaking of the first Methodist meet- 
ing house in America, built by Embury, said : “That church 

had a fire place in it and all the early chapels and churches 
had fire places in them. Oh, would to God that all the 
churches today had fires at least on their altars and in their 
pulpits.” One homiletic writer said: “The most beautiful 

sight in any church is a preacher in the pulpit about six 
feet high on fire.” 

When the error that we have no busines in this section 
finds access to the mind of any one of our ministers, then he 
goes groping, doubting and apologizing, being thoroughly in- 
timidated by odds against him, and as a result is made unfit 
for the ministry of the Methodist Episcopal Church. Our 
only apology for being anywhere is found in the record of 
work done. Oh, Zion, if I forsake thee let my tongue cleave 
to the roof of my mouth. 

We have had revivals in almost every charge on the Dis- 
trict. Our Pastors are religious and revivalistic and they 
pay close attention through out the year to the spiritual 
needs of their people. 
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SUMMARY 

We have 8 Stations and 14 Circuits with 65 preaching 
places and as many classes or societies organized. There 
are 43 church buildings with 3 new ones added this year. We 
have 15 Parsonages with two new ones added this year. We 
have ready for dedication now on the District five new 
churches. There have been five new churches organized 
this year with as many new Sunday schools. 

The Sunday Schools are carefully superintended and are 
in a good healthy condition. Our own publications are used. 

The Ladies’ Aid Societies of the District have worked he- 
roically and have paid old debts on Churches and Parsonages, 
repaired some property and in not a few instances have paid 
large installments on their pastors’ salaries. 

Our Epworth Leagues have not been entirely successful in 
every place, but where ever practicable they have been or- 
ganized and maintained. The young people and children are 
being seen after and trained, for we realize that they consti- 
tute the church of tomorrow. If we can’t build our mem- 
bership from the ranks of the adults we will train our child- 
ren and raise up a generation that knows no sectional lines, 
and loves God and World-wide Methodism. For when you 
save a child you save a soul plus a life. This is the most 
fruitful method of growth. It may be a little slow, but much 
more lasting and permanent. Our District Conference met 
in Marshall and all the business delegated to this body was 
transacted. It was a very profitable session. Two young 
men were licensed as Local Preachers and the characters of 
all other Local Preachers were examined and passed- 

I have attended to the duties assigned to me to the best 
of my ability, and though much is not done that we hoped to 
see accomplished, yet we have ground for much thanksgiv- 
ing. 

Either Dr. Price or Brother Faulk has visited nearly all 
our charges in the interest of Port Arthur College, and a 
greater concern for our School is being manifested by our 
people. 

I acknowledge gratefully the assitance given me by many 
of the Pastors in holding Quarterly Conferences for me while 
detained at home on account of sickness of family. 

The year’s work has been strenuous, but abundantly re- 
paid by pleasant associations with my brethren and seeing 
many souls saved and added to the church. All my Pastors 
are on the honor roll. A more faithful bodv of men the sun 
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never shone upon. God bless them and us all. The year i s 
work is done and the record and reward rests with the r ath- 
er.

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REPPORT OF THE SOUTHERN DISTRICT 

Dear Bishop and Brethren ; — 

In bringing you this, my third report, I wish 
first to express my gratitude to our God for the many bless- 
ings that have been ours during the year; and also to ex- 
press my appreciation of the fellowship, and kindly co-oper- 
ation of the pastors, and of the laymen of the District. 

The Southern District, is composed of fourteen pastoral 
charges, extending from Port Arthur, Texas ; to Natalbany, 
La. ; a distance, by way of New Orleans, of nearly four hun- 
dred miles. These charges are being served by thirteen 
pastors. They are men of God ; capable of, and, are bringing 
things to pass for Him. We have twenty-three Sunday 
Schools, nine Epworth Leagues, and a church membership 
of approximately thirteen hundred (1,300). 

Our apportionment this year for Benevolences, is $2,256, 
and for ministerial support, $11,031, making a total for the 
two above items of $13,287 ; or a little more than ten dollars 
per member. Just what has been received on these will be 
shown by the reports of the pastors. We raised last year for 
the same causes, $12,756. 

During the year, Rev. R. 0. McClure was transfered to 
the Ohio Conference, and Rev. F. W. Loy, was transferred 
from the Southern Illinois Conference and stationed at St. 
Charles Avenue Church, New Orleans. The Church gave 
Brother Loy a very hearty welcome, and he began his pas- 
torate with the promise of good success. 

The last of May, Rev. Zito, with his family, went on an ex- 
tended trip to Italy. Rev. Enzo Stasio, was secured to take 
his place. He comes well recommended, and is doing well at 
the First Italian Church, New Orleans. They are now quar- 
tered in the nice new, beautiful building erected this year 
through the efforts of Bishop Thirkield. 

Through the labors of Brother Gower we have organized 
this year a new charge, which will appear in our Minutes as 
the Lutcher Circuit. This is a three point charge, and we 
hope will result in at least two new Churches. 

The Nature of Our Work. 

The territory of the Southern District for the most part 
comprises what was the original Gulf Mission, or the oldest 
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part of the Conference. As is often the case in new sections 
of the country, many of the people comprising the member- 
ship of our churches, did not continue with us long, but mov- 
ed on to other parts of the country, leaving our churches 
many of them, more or less depleted in membership ; Hence 
the nature of our work seems to be for the time at least, more 
especially the building of congregations rather than church 
buildings (though we are doing both) yet the former seems 
to be our special task. 

I am glad to report that in this we are progressing in a 
most encouraging way. Crowley, which at one time was one 
of, if not the strongest church in the Conferences, lost so 
many members until it come to be one of the weakest but is 
fast recovering herself, and will this year present the best re- 
port in years. The same is true of Gueydan, Iowa, and Ham- 
mond, St. Charles Avenue, New Orleans, and others. We have 
many things that are calculated to discourage us, but we 
are not discouraged. All points have gone forward, marking 
substantial gains along many, if not all lines, and the outlook 
is good for greater progress another year. 

Our Needs. 

One of our needs is a better organized, and more compact 
work. You will readily see how difficult it would be to do 
work in any connected way, with only fourteen charges 
scattered over a vast territory such as ours. This *ve hope 
to remedy by the organization of new work ; the opportunity 
for which, is almost unlimited. Within our District we have 
great stretches of country, more or less thickly populated 
that have neither Protestant Church nor Gospel preaching. 
The people are mostly French, or are of French decent. All 
they have ever known in the way of a Church is the Roman 
Catholic Church. Many of them have lost faith m the Cath- 
olic Church and are adrift. Unless they are rescued by the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, or some other Protestant 
Church, they will drift into eternity without God. 

Our next need is men to do work among this people. Mo n 
who are adapted to, and who have the heart to do it. And 
last but not least, the means with which to support the men 
while they do the work. This will come by giving more pray- 
erful and careful attention to our Home Missionary collec- 
tions. I would not be misunderstood. I think we should be 
no less interested in our Foreign Missionary work; we 
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should not give one dollar less to that, but the time has come 
when we must give more attention to the Home Mission and 
Church Extension, collection, and more attention, and better 
support to our Home Missionaries. When we begin to care 
for our Home Missionaries as we now do for our Foreign 
Missionaries, then will we begin to bring things to pass in a 
larger way. 

Port Arthur College. 

I am going to speak only briefly of our School at Port 
Arthur, for Dr. Price will have opportunity to speak more at 
length, and can report it more fully. I will say first, that 
Port Arthur College is succeeding. We are fast passing our 
experimental stage, and the school is now going. There is 
no doubt but that this is the best year since we have had the 
school in charge. There is a larger attendance, a better in- 
terest, and the general temper, and atmosphere is the best 
ever. I am more convinced than ever, that President Price 
is the right man in the right place. 

Our Out Look. 

The out look for our work was never more promising than 
now. The field was never more inviting. The call was never 
more definit, and God’s blessing never more evident. On 
every hand there are open doors, and calls for the message 
that we bring. 

Let us face the coming year, with more prayerful hearts, 
greater devotion, and a stronger faith in God.

EDUCATION 

The Board of Education is the tap-root of the educational 
system of the Church.

The Children’s Day Collection belongs to the Student’s 
Loan Fund and can be legally used for no other purpose. To 
fail to take it must hinder a poor boy or girl somewhere in 
the effort to get an education. 

The “Public Educational Collection,” as sent out by the 


General Conference Commission on Finance, should have our 
careful attention. Eighty per cent of this collection in this 
Conference goes to the maintenance of Port Arthur College. 
The remaining twenty per cent goes to the Board of Educa- 
tion for its Aid of Institution’s Fund. 

Th General Conference Commission o Finance at its An- 
nual Meeting, May 6, 1914, apportioned $150,000 for educa- 
tion to be raised in “One Public Educational Collection” as 
ordered by the General Conference of 1912 (discipline, para- 
graph 456.) This is not an increase. The Commission on 
Finance simply adds to the amount it formerly apportioned 
for the Board of Education, the apportionment of Port Ar- 
thur College, which the Annual Conference hereto add- 
ed. 

All funds raised for education should be reported on the 
Pastor’s Blanks and on the Conference Treasurer’s Blanks 
as follows: (a) Under “Public Educational Collection,” the 

total, amount raised to meet the apportionment of the Com- 
mission on Finance in one item. The Treasurer is hereby 
authorized to send 20 per cent of the amount so recorded this 
year to the Board of Education at New York City, and 80 
per cent to our Port Arthur College at Port Arthur, Texas, 
(b) Under “Children’s Fund,” the Children’s Day Collec- 
tion for the Student Loan Fund, (c) Under “Conference Edu- 
cational Collection,” all funds raised to pay subscriptions 
or an endowment, or for any other purpose not included in 
“a” or “b” above. 

We rejoice in the prosperity of Port Arthur College this 
year and hereby pledge ourselves anew to its support. We 
will encourage our young people, so far as we are able, to at- 
tend it. We will remember it and them at the Throne of 
Grace, and we will seek to do our utmost to carry out the 
program for its extension as outlined by the Special Com- 
mittee. We ratify the nominations of the following trus- 
tees ; A. J. Price, term to expire, 1915 ; and J. W. Hervey, E. 
D. Smith, G. B. Hines, Bishop Thirkield, W. C. Mann, S. Ar- 
thur Knapp, W. P. Mann, Jr., term to expire 1914. 

We cordially approve the Wise and efficient management 
of President Airthur J. Price and assure him that our pul- 
pits are always open to him for a presentation of the College 
and its interests. He has gathered about him a corps of 
most excellent teachers to whose hands the parents in our
